SevaMarg's Desh Videsh campaigns are 
reaching new peak in each quarter. 
Recently, Nepal has witnessed several 
SevaMarg's programs conducted at Tikapur city 
of Nepal. Team of Sevekaris (affectionately 
called as "Battalion" by His Holiness Gurumauli) 
has reached to Lucknow via train and subsequent 
journey was planned by road. After experiencing 
boat travel to cross Mohana River, team reached 
to Tikapur. Sevekaris have done campaigning 
using bicycles as this is the main commuting 
channel in Tikapur. It was unique experience for 
Sevekaris and perhaps no joy can replace it. This 
has everything- adventure, thrill, delight, sense 
of divine satisfaction to spread word about Shree 
Swami Samarth Maharaj and perform counseling 
to resolve issues of natives at free of cost. Team 
understood soon after why His Holiness 
Gurumauli named Desh Videsh Abhiyan team as 
"Battalion". 

Since farming is main occupation in Tikapur, the 
famers have been educated with organic farming 
and how to acquire high yield with the help of 
knowledge imparted through SevaMarg's Krushi 
Vibhag.

The 
commencement should be done either on Tuesday 
or Thursday. Once the total count of these drawings 
reaches 5000, these drawings should be offered 
flowing river. This is the way to this yantra in to 
practice.

Isince 1974. My youngest son, Satyam has 
I born in Mumbai in 1 978. He got three strokes 
at age of 2 years and been detected for "Moya Moya 
Disease" This disease is very rare and has no cure in 
medical science. Perhaps, Satyam is only kid who 
survived af ter three major strokes. 

During 1980 Diwali period, we met Sadguru 
MoreDada and explained about Satyam's disease. 
Dada just glanced through his horoscope and told us 
"Son is going to come out of it, live long life and you 
will tell people that he is the same kid." Dada 
assured us not to worry and gave us 
"Mahamrityunjaya Mantra" and" Sanjeevani Mantra 
"in his own hand writing as printed copies were not 
abundantly available in those days. Dada further 
explained the procedure to do it in front of Mahadev 
Pind. We started this Seva in 1980 and still persisting 
regularly since many years. Satyam suffered 3rd 
strokeattackon 15th May 1981 nights- strokes were 
very powerful and lasted till next day noon. It was 
miracle seen by doctors and staff at Bombay 
Hospitals and they could not believe that the kid can 
be survived after 15 hours of these strokes. However, 
we were confident and continuing our Seva during 
that period too. As expected, Satyam carne out of it 
gradually. 

Today, Satyam is 35 years oíd and now owner of 
Swami Samarth book depot near to Dindori main 
Darbar. He does all the calculations and keeps 
records at shop accurately. He has good memory and 
can get the paper which placed 10 years back from 
the same file.

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The Science of Our Festivals 

Mahashivratri 
(February27, 2014) 

Magh Vadya Chaturdashi is called as Maha- 
Shivratri. Actually Vadya Chaturdashi of every month 
is Shivratri but Magh Vadya 14 has special 
significance. On this auspicious day special worship 
of Bhagvan Shiv has been performed Bhagvan Shiva, 
the Mrityunjaya God, is the one who protects us and 
grants us a léase of life when caught in the whirlwind 
ofillhealth. 

His Holiness Gurumauli states that Bhagvan 
Shree Shriram is the Gurú of Bhagvan Mahadev, the 
fact something that is not very widely known. Henee, 
on this day, ShriRam Raksha, a prose that seeks 
protection of the self, is a primary reital during 
Bhagvan Shiva's worship. 

How to Celébrate: Before Bhupali Aarti, a photo of 
Bhagvan Shiva is kept besides that of Shree Datta 
Maharaj. Post Bhupali Aarti, the Shivlingam is 
worshipped as per the Shodashopchar Puja method. 
During the Jalabhishek, as the water sprinkles on the 
lingam the following verses are recited. The Seva may 
seem lengthy in text but when you actually do it along 
with other sevekaris in the Seva Kendra, you don't 
even realise it plus a soothing effect of Bhole's 
meditation engulfs your mind, body and soul.

All these are included in the Nitya Seva 
publication of Shree Swami Seva Prakashan that is 
available in Hindi, Marathi, Kannad, Gujrati acrossall 
and available at all Swami Seva centres. 

Holi 

(March 16, 2014) 

Holi is one of the most popular & funfilled 
festival holiday across India. This spring festival of 
colours also called Hutashini Purnima is celebrated 
on the f ull moon day in the Vedic month of Phagun. 

Holi is also known as Phagwah in Bihar and Dol 
Jatra or Basantosav in West Bengal. 
How to Celébrate: On the evening of Hutashini 
Purnima, the forntyard gets cleaned and a few logs of 
wood are arranged in pyramidal shape. A branch of 
castor, a germicidal plant, is also put in this Holika 
along with a coconut. This Holika is then worshipped 
as per the Panchopchar procedure. 

As one perform this worship, one chant the 
Mantra : 

Holika Devatai Namah. Asrukpa Bhay Santra Satayah, 
Krutvatam Holi Baahlashai | Atastava Pujayishyami 
Bhute Bhuti Prada Bhavaha 1 1 

Later, the coconut offered to Holika is 
distributed as prasadam. 

Holi is meant to welcome spring and gain the 
blessing of gods for good harvest. Holi brings the 
spring season during which the weather changes are 
believed to cause viral fever & cold. 

Next day (or in some áreas, on the fifth day) 
Rang Panchami is celebrated where everyone plays, 
chases and color each other . 

However, instead of using Chemical colours the 
Dindori Pranit Paryavaran Vibhag urges everyone to 
use herbs like Palash flowers, Neem, Haldi, Bilva, 
Nirgundi, Tulsi, among others that are known for their 
anti-bacterial and anti-viral properties during Holi. 
Holi marks the end of enmity and bitterness. The 
festival signifies forget and forgive, and repair 
ruptured relationships. Happy Holi!!

GudhiPadwa 
( March 31, 2014) 

The word 'Padwa' comes from the Sanskrit 
word 'Pratipada' which means the f irst day 
of the lunar calendar. A Gudhi or a 
decorated bamboo stick is hoisted on this occassion 
to mark the beginning of the Vedic calendar that 
begins on this day. 

Gudhi Padwa is one of the four auspicious days 
(muhurtas) of the Vedic calendar, the other three 
being Dashahara, Akshay Trittiya and Diwali Padwa. 
It is also the day that indicates the commencement of 
the Shalivahan Shaka. According to the Brahma 
Purana, Bhagvan Brahma created the universe on 
this day and the Gudhi symbolizes the Brahmadhwaj. 

According to Hindú mythology, the Gudhi 
symbolizes Bhagvan Shree Shriram's return to 
Ayodhyaafterthevictoryoverevil. The Gudhi is 
believed to invite prosperity & good luck. 
How to Celébrate: Clean up the frontyard of the 
house and draw beautif ul rangolis right in f ront of the 
main door. The tryas for rangoli designs available at 
Dindori Barbar and Shree Gurupeeth can come handy 
for this. 

It is cleaned with herbal water, applied the 
ashtagandh, haldi and kumkum and a new green- 
coloured saree is put around its top which is then 
covered with a copper Kalash at early morning of 
Padwa day. 

The market is also abuzz with lot of cheer on the 
of Padwa. Large garlands of sugar candies, neem 
leaves, that are sold on this occasion are also put in 
the Kalash along with some coriander seeds. The 
Kalash is then worshipped as per Panchopchar Pujan 
with chandan, ashtagandh, flowers and whole rice 
grains. The Gudhi is then positioned on the right side 
of main entrance of the house as one chants 
BrahmaDhwajay Namah... 

Mantra: As you hoist the Gudhi, chant the 
mantra: BrahmaBhwaj Namastestu Sarvaabhisht 
Phalprad | Praaptesmin Samvatsarey, Nityam 
Madgruhey Mangalam Kuru 1 1 

The mixture of Neem leaves, the coriander seeds 
and the sugar candy (or jaggery) is then distributed 



as Prasadam. 

Scientifically, Neem purifies blood and builds 
immunity. At other viewpoint our festival reflects a 
reality of life that we often f ind diff icult to digest: It's 
a journey of the sweet and the bitter...and we must 
celébrate both with a smile. Happy Gudhi Padwa!! 
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
